RIO DEJANEIRO, Brazil — An 
Earth Summit proposal to reduce air 
pollution, urban smog and acid rain 
is being blocked by Saudi Arabia, 
which fears a drop in oil revenues, a 
European negotiator 
said Tuesday. 

A U.N. study re- 
leased Tuesday said 
destruction of the 
world’s tropical 
forests increased by 50 
percent during the 
past decade. Most of 
the acreage being lost 
is in Central and South 
America, it said. 

The European Com- 
munity also moved forward Tuesday 
with its own proposal to adopt car- 
bon dioxide emissions limits that 
were deleted from the summit’s 
global warming treaty at the United 
States’ insistence. 

The United States has been 
broadly criticized at the summit for 
its opposition to signing a treaty to 
protect animal and plant resources 
and its watering-down of the global 
warming treaty. It is alone among 
industrialized nations in refusing to 
sign the biodiversity treaty. 

In Washington a senior Bush ad- 
ministration official chastised U.S. 
allies for supporting versions of the 
treaties that it opposes. 

Speaking on condition of 
anonymity, the official called the 
summit “a circus” and said the allies’ 
position on the two conventions re- 
flected a desire to appear “politically 
correct” and assuage guilt about be- 
ing rich.

It said the world has 12.25 billion 
acres of forests, but the amount of 
forest land destroyed annually sur- 
passes the amount that is re- 
planted.

Married housing crisis 
continues; 1,600 wait 


for Wymount spots

BYU has plans to replace the 
Wyview Trailer Park with new mar- 
ried housing complexes when the 
trailers wear out, an administrative 
vice president said Tuesday. 

Dee F. Andersen said BYU did not 
originally plan to replace the trailers, 
but now the university has changed 
its mind. 

With the vacancy rate for married 
student housing at 2.4 percent for off- 
campus and at zero for on-campus, 
married students are finding it hard 
to locate any housing. 

“We have acknowledged as an insti- 
tution that the trailers will have to be 
replaced in the future,” Andersen 
said. 

“The university is committed to re- 
placing the Wyview trailers. We have 
talked to our trustees to the extent 
that they understand that we are go- 
ing to replace them,” he said. The 
construction of the new complex will 
not take place for several more years. 

A recent study conducted by BYU 
analyzed the demand for apartments 
in Provo and at BYU, Andersen said, 
and found a need for 2,000 to 3,000 
additional married units. 

The university does not want to 
compete with local contractors. “We 
are in the education business,” An- 
dersen said. He said that BY U’s main 
interest is in maintaining the units 
they currently have. BYU also en- 
courages independent contractors to 
participate in building married hous-

After years of significant service 
both to BYU and to The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, 
former dean of religious education, 
Robert J. Matthews, will retire at the 
end of the summer as a full-time fac- 
ulty member. 

Matthews, who served as dean for 
nine years, participated in a number 
of historical achievements. He was in- 
strumental in having the original 
Joseph Smith Translation of the Bible 
printed in the LDS edition of the 
scriptures. He was also one of the 
Encyclopedia of Mormonism’s senior 
editors. 

“We are losing one of the great 
gospel scholars of this dispensation,” 
said Robert J. Millet, current dean of 
religion. “He was one of the great 
teachers, the great scholar-writers 
we have ever had.” 

Millet pointed to the Joseph Smith 
Translation project as one of the high- 
lights of Matthews’ career. He said 
Matthews spent 15 years seeking per- 
mission from the Reorganized Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints 
to examine the original manuscripts. 
When Matthews achieved his goal, it

ing. 

Bryan Piggott, 26, a graduate stu- 
dent from Bountiful studying ac- 
counting, said, “Students can’t be 
picky, we looked around for housing 
during our engagement and simply 
had to take what was available. We 
were lucky and found a good place.” 
Waiting lists for on-campus housing 
are reaching astronomical figures. 

Even with Wymount’s 818 apart- 
ments and Wyview’s 150 trailers, the 
waiting list has still climbed to 1,600 
people. Craig Thomas, an off-campus 
housing official, said he feels BYU is 
taking the appropriate steps to con- 
trol the housing problem. With the 
university keeping a closer eye on the 
enrollment cap, Thomas said that he 
feels the vacancy rate will ease up. 

The construction of housing is not 
an overnight process; a lot of planning 


and consideration goes into any pro- 
ject. 

BYU is a large part of the Provo 
community, and “every time we roll 
over in bed, we pull the blankets with 
us,” Andersen said. “Edwin Cozzens, 
assistant administrative vice presi- 
dent for physical facilities, is in 
charge of construction, maintenance 
and operations on campus. He and his 
group meet regularly with a group 
from the city. They talk about what 
we are planning on doing ... and that 
liaison takes place on a regular basis,” 
Andersen said. 

BYU is not the only organization 
concerned with the married housing 
problem. The president of the Utah 
Valley Apartment Association, David 
Freeman, is constructing a complex 
with 161 single bedroom units. “The

Gallegos was treated at Utah Valley Regional Medical Center and returned 
to the state hospital, where he had been sent to undergo a psychiatric evalua- 
tion. 


Janina Chilton, state hospital spokeswoman, said one of the men taken to jail 


previously had been found guilty but mentally ill in an aggravated assault. 


The other was being held for an evaluation after being convicted of kidnap- 


ping, robbery and assault. 
The two were being held at the jail for investigation of attempted homicide. 


Sarajevo doctors work despite bombings

After two months of combat the empty thoroughfares of the besieged 
Bosnian capital are dominated by smoking hulks of buildings. Cars, buses and 


trolleys are frozen in their tracks, pocked by thousands of shraphel fragments. 


In Sarajevo’s main Kosevo hospital, doctors and nurses worked on the latest 
casualty. Surgeon Faris Gavrankapetanovic had been working without a 


break for more than 50 hours. 


He said he, along with seven other doctors and four anesthesiologists, had 
treated 332 casualties, most of them government soldiers, since Monday 


morning. 


During Monday’s fighting, five shells smashed into the hospital grounds, 


one only yards from the ward where the doctors were working. 


The doctors said most of the wounds they treated were caused by rifle and 


machine-gun fire. Bursts of small-arms fire could be heard. 


The fighting frequently knocked out the hospital’s electrical power and half 


of the staff could not come to work because of the bombardment. 


Patients had to be moved from upper floor rooms to the basement each time 


the big guns started up. 
Hospital workers said the food and medical supplies were running low. 


Judge rejects NEA grant restrictions

hailed as a major free-speech victory for artists. 


U.S. District Judge A. Wallace Tashima, ruling in a lawsuit by four perfor- 
mance artists denied grants, said the decency clause violated the First and 


Fifth amendments by being too broadly worded and too vague. 


The judge rejected the Bush administration’s argument that the clause was 
needed to help determine which artists would receive grants from a limited 


pool of money. 


“The fact that the exercise of professional judgment is inescapable in arts 
funding does not mean that the government has free rein to impose whatever 


content restrictions it chooses,” the judge said. 


“The right of artists to challenge conventional wisdom and values is a 


cornerstone of artistic and academic freedom,” Tashima said. 


Balanced-budget bill rejected by House 


WASHINGTON — The House rejected a Democratic balanced-budget bill 
Tuesday as conservatives derided it as a flimsy version of a constitutional 


amendment lawmakers will debate later in the week. 


In the year’s first legislative skirmish on the issue, the House voted 220-199 
to reject the bill, which Democrats hoped would soften support for the amend- 


ment by giving lawmakers an alternative. 


The fight came a day before the House planned to debate the amendment 
itself. Supporters, who once seemed certain to prevail, said they still had the 
votes to win Thursday’s vote. But both sides said opponents have gained 


ground in recent days, and the vote seemed too close to call. 


The proposed amendment, which has become an election-year priority for 
President Bush and congressional conservatives, is expected to be debated by 


the Senate later this month. 


The Democrats’ proposal would have required the president and the con- 
gressional budget committees to offer budgets that gradually eliminate fed- 
eral‘deficits by 1998?

Tooele’s Magcorp tops list 
of Utah’s worst polluters

Utah ranks sixth in the nation in 
the total number of pounds of toxic 
releases by industries to the air, wa- 
ter and land, according to the EPA’s 
1990 Toxics Release Inventory. 

Steve Packham, spokesman for the 
Utah Division of Air Quality, said our 
high national ranking is the function 
of one source — Magnesium Corpora- 
tion of America, which was ranked 
two years ago as the largest single 
source of toxic air pollution in Amer- 
ica. 

Packham said Utah is a large state 
in square miles, and pounds of emis- 
sions per square mile is more impor- 
tant. The EPA’s report does not ad- 
just the rankings for each states size. 

“If the ranking were adjusted for 
our state’s size, Utah would rank 
much lower,” said Neil Taylor, emer- 
gency response manager at the Utah 
Department of Environmental Qual- 
ity. 

Magnesium Corporation of Amer- 
ica in Tooele County currently ranks 
second worst in the nation for releas- 
ing toxic pollutants in the air and ac- 
counts for about 80 percent of the 
state’s total toxic releases. Magcorp, 
as the company is known, reported 95 
million pounds of toxic emissions in 
the air during 1990. 

Magcorp produces magnesium 
from magnesium chloride mined out 
of the Great Salt Lake. Chlorine is 
released as a by-product of the chemi- 
cal process and accounts for 88 million 
pounds of the emissions released by 
Magcorp. F 

“These are routine releases,” said 
Taylor. The Utah Division of Air 
Quality has been working with Mag- 
corp for the past several years to 
reduce toxic emissions. 

Air emission-control equipment 
was installed by Magcorp during 
1990. A. substantial reduction in emis- 
sions is expected for the 1991 report 
since this equipment was operational 
throughout that year, Taylor said. 

Two Utah County facilities were on 
the state’s 1990 top ten list for toxic 
releases. Geneva Steel reported 3 


million pounds combined. releases to,. 3

The Magcorp plant is located 75 
miles west of the Wasatch Front, and 
chlorine emissions quickly convert to 
less harmful compounds in the atmo- 
sphere, said Burnell Cordner, direc- 
tor of the Utah Division of Air Qual- 
ity. When Magcorp received national 
attention asthe largest single source 
of toxic air pollutants in the country, 
it was emitting 110 million pounds of 
chlorine per year. 

The Toxics Release Inventory re- 
port has been required by law since 
1986, said Rich Lathrop, regional 
EPA director.

BYU also has strengths 


and potential downfalls. 


In a BYU fireside address last Sunday, 
Elder Dallin H. Oaks spoke on how an indi- 
vidual’s strengths can lead to his or her down- 
fall. 

BYU has several strengths as well. We 
consider BYU’s mission, honor code, aca- 
demic excellence, quality of students and ath- 
letics as some of these strengths. 

However, just as Elder Oaks warned stu- 
dents and faculty of how strengths can be- 
come our individual downfall, we should also 
be aware of how BYU’s strengths can lead to 
its downfall. 

For example, one BYU strength is the 
honor code. The honor code was created and 
voted on by BYU students in 1949 to uphold 
virtuous, honest living. The dress and groom- 
ing standard, along with chastity, respect for 
others and the Word of Wisdom, was later 
put into the code to promote LDS values and 
standards. 

The honor code has come to be one of the 
criteria that makes BYU different from other 
universities. However, following the honor 
code and expecting that of everyone can 
cause us to be judgmental and intolerant of 
those who act or dress different than the 
cultural standard. 

Another extreme that could cause BYU’s 
downfall happens when students go against 
the very purpose for which the code was cre- 
ated. If signing their names to the honor code 
means nothing more than a necessary step in 
getting accepted to BYU and the students 
have little intention of keeping it, then what 
does our word mean? And what will signing 
business contracts mean to us in the future? 

Academic achievement is another BYU 
strength. BYU students get grades that are

If you read the paper a couple of weeks 
ago, you may have noticed BYU will have 
an evening shuttle service providing rides 
for students who don’t want to walk home 
after dark. 

Thanks. My mom will be thrilled. 

However, mentioned in the same Uni- 
verse story was an issue I find more press- 
ing: Establishing a Women’s Resource Cen- 
ter at BYU. 

This service clearly has potential to do 
much more for students than deposit them 
safely at their doors; it can offer assistance 
to those who may not have arrived home 
safely. 

The proposed Women’s Resource Center 
has generated a lot of discussion, and most 
seem to think it is a good idea. It would be 
an on-campus service where women (and 
men, though they experience these prob- 
lems less frequently) can go to heal the 
wounds resulting from rape, physical and 
emotional abuse, eating disorders, sexual 
harassment and incest — to name only a 
few. 

Such a center would also offer literature, 
workshops and counseling on gender issues, 
resources for non-traditional students, ca- 
reer choices, cultural awareness and infor- 
mation about women’s issues (which, inci- 
dentally, affect both sexes). 

A Women’s Resource Center with these 
services — and others — is desperately 
needed, especially at BYU. 

Some people are reluctant to address sen- 
sitive issues such as rape or don’t want ac- 
knowledge that it does happen at BYU — or 
think their hands are tied if the assault 
didn’t take place ON CAMPUS. What will 
it take for this to become a priority? An- 
other daylight attack on Maeser Hill? Too 
many people are already suffering from the 
aftermath of these abuses for us to continue 
ignoring their plight. 

Though people agree a Women’s Re- 
source Center is a good idea, it seems there 
are a few glitches that have to be ironed out. 
And the issue that comes up repeatedly is 
what to name the Women’s Resource Cen- 
ter. 

I think it already has the name it needs. 
But I’m sure Bureaucrats-R-Us are scurry- 
ing to come up with something else — some- 
thing generic and non-controversial. 

So, if calling it a Women’s Resource Cen- 
ter isn’t suitable, what name would be ap- 
propriate? Something like Human Re- 
source Center? (No, that’s a euphemism for 
the personnel department). Gender Focal- 
ization Office, Non-Gender Specific Assis- 
tance or the Institute for Humanitarian 
Change? 

How about calling it The Society for the 
Protection of Humanity? Dual Gender Uni- 
| ee Organization? The Humane Soci- 


much higher than the national average. En- 
tering freshMenjhave a GPA of 3.7 and ACT 
score of 27. This shows how difficult it is to 
even get accepted to BYU. But this academic 
achievement can lead to BY U’s downfall if it 
causes students to be too worried about their 
grades, too competitive and caring only about 
doing better than their peers instead of mak- 
ing time to help others and working together. 

Athletics is another BYU strength. BYU 
has become nationally recognized for its foot- 
ball, basketball, track and other sports. How- 
ever, if we treat the athletes as a product or 
commodity, like professional athletes are 
treated, rather than students, this strength 
will be detrimental to BYU, and most impor- 
tantly, it will be detrimental to the students 
who compete in athletics. 

One of the most positive strengths about 
being at BYU, for LDS students, is the 
chance to be with those who believe as they 
do and not having to defend themselves, their 
standards and their religious beliefs. 

But even this can become BY U’s downfall. 
It can cause LDS students to be complacent, 
to take their beliefs, standards and opportu- 
nities for granted and to not grow spiritually. 
It can also cause LDS students to forget what 
it is like to be a minority, to not accept others 
of different religions and to have difficulty 
dealing with the non-LDS world outside of 
Utah. 

BYU has many strengths, but just as El- 
der Oaks said, we should be alert and humble 
so they don’t become our downfall.

(In my 
school, this was the classroom for learning 
disabled students). 

I doubt that Bureaucrats-R-Us could 
come up with something better than 
Women’s Resource Center; and, chances 
are, they’d come up with something worse. 

Another facet of the name argument is 
that if it is called a WOMEN’S Resource 
Center, it will exclude men. Well, no one 
seems perturbed that the word “men” has 
been used as a so-called “generic” term for 
both sexes, and that for centuries words 
such as man, mankind and humanity have 
excluded women. 

If we want to bow to tradition, maybe we 
could call it a Men’s Resource Center; and, 
of course, women would instinctively know 
to go there because men means men and 
women, or so we're told. 

The way I see it, the word “woMEN” 
inherently includes the word “men.” And if 
the word “men” is inherent in the title: 
Women’s Resource Center, then men are 
included and I fail to see much of a problem. 

Another concern that has been expressed 
is that men will be hesitant to use a 
WOMEN’S Resource Center. However, 
this argument doesn’t seem to give the men 
of BYU much credit for having common 
sense; they wouldn’t know to use the Cen- 
ter if it wasn’t specifically named after 
them. 

I think they deserve more credit than 
that. 

After all, we are university-educated 
people and should be able to get past mere 
semantics. 

For example, I am not an athlete in train- 
ing, yet I know I can go to the Training 
Table Restaurant and get something to eat. 
I was not reluctant to take freshMAN En- 
glish, although I am a woman. 

And yes, I also have the sense to know I 
can go to the OmbudsMAN’s Office for as- 
sistance though I am not an Om ora Buds or 
a Man. I’m sure the men on this campus who 
are interested in learning more about 
women’s issues will know they can get this 
information from the Women’s Resource 
Center. ; 

Frankly, I don’t follow the “logic” behind 
most of these arguments. And I wonder 
what these people are so worried about. Is 
the name too simple? Too direct? Is it too 
presumptuous to ask for a center for women 
that looks after their specific needs, that is 
named for them and that they can call their 
own? Is this really too much to ask? I think 
not. 

Unfortunately, I think the real issue be- 
hind the bureaucratic banter is money. 
(Sure, we can find/solicit the money to build 
a new art museum, but when it comes to 
creating a center that will directly help 
many students, suddenly the pockets are 
empty). 

And if money is the largest obstacle, then 
I’m upset that people would think more 
about their wallets than the people who 
need a Women’s Resource Center. Perhaps 
we ought to be more concerned about serv- 
ing others rather than how much it might 
cost to render that service.

To the Editor: 

I was saddened to learn in the June 3 issue 
of The Universe that there was controversy 
over the teaching of a course on feminism in 
the Philosophy Department. I was even more 
saddened to find out that the debate was 
instigated not, as I might have supposed, by 
the anti-feminists on campus, but rather by 
prominent supporters of the feminist cause. 

In an adjacent front-page article of The 
Universe, Marie Cornwall, director of the 
Women’s Research Institute, notes that few 
women are invited to speak at the University 
Forum because feminist issues are not 
deemed appropriate for our campus. 

Women on other campuses believe that 
their studies done from a feminist perspec- 
tive are not regarded as serious scholarship 
and are thus hampered in their ability to gain 
tenure. As a physical scientist, I do not have 
the time nor the qualifications to keep up with 
or judge the appropriateness or the scholarly 
content of most feminist writings. However, 
in general, I would look with disdain on any 
discipline that did not allow for some diver- 
sity in presentation and emphasis. Mature 
scholars should welcome these differences as 
a way to sharpen and refine their own 
thoughts.

go in this regard. 

Also, I would like, gently, to remind 
VOICE that long before there was VOICE, 
members of this university community were 
working to upgrade the status and position of 
women.

Those 
women and men may not have always agreed 
with recent activities or statements of 
VOICH, but I cannot recall any of them voic- 
ing their disapproval to the media.

Four Voices 


To the Editor: 

As four members of VOICE, we would like 
to respond to your two front-page articles, 
“Class on feminist philosophy gets a VOICE 
of disapproval,” and “Feminists’ criticism un- 
fair, director says.” Your portrayal of a feud 
between Camille Williams and all members of 
VOICE is inaccurate. Not only was Cecilia 
Konchar Farr misrepresented, and Tomi- 
Ann Roberts quotes misattributed, but your 
headline asserted that all members of 
VOICE disapprove of Williams’ class when 
you had only the statement of one VOICE 
member as evidence. Your misunderstand- 
ing of what, in context, is a legitimate issue 
begs a response. 


First of all, concern over Williams’ sched- - 


uled class is not a “VOICE position.” The 
concern which some VOICE members feel 
about the class is not motivated by malice, 
nor is it a personal attack. Certainly, this 
concern is not meant to “restrict the academic 
freedom of a professor,” as Marie Cornwall 
asserted. 

The now infamous comment from a March 
12 VOICE meeting was made by a student 
with an extensive background in feminist 
theory to other students of assumed similar 
background. The student felt that Williams’ 
course might not fulfill the expectations of 
many VOICE members. She assumed that 
many of us had either read most of the mate- 
rial or had discussed many of the issues that 
might be raised. President Rex Lee is urging 
students to graduate within four years, and 
with that advice in mind, students must be 
careful in their selection of classes. In other 
words, the student’s statement was merely a 
consumer report, if you will. 

For some members of VOICE, Camille 
Williams’ qualifications are the primary con- 
cern — an issue never addressed in either 
Universe article. Given that Williams does 
not have a Ph.D., has not studied feminist 
theory extensively at a university, and is not 
a professor but -rather a soon-to-be second 
year law student, we are unconvinced that 
she can do justice to the depth and complexity 
of feminist theory. Our hesitation has been 
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affirmed by Williams’ public statements co 
cerning feminism, which in our opinion rij 
flect a simplistic and antiquated view of fen 
nist theory. Specifically, Williams’ pub 
statements and our private conversatio veil 
with her demonstrate her unfamiliarity wi i i 
contemporary and/or postmodern feminis 
which may limit the effectiveness «f tI 
course.

New test may quicken 
breast cancer treatment

New research on breast cancer may 
make treatment more effective. Kim 
O'Neill, associate professor of micro- 
biology, has found that levels of the 
enzyme thymidine kinase are in direct 
correlation with 
the aggressive- 
ness of a tumor. 

“Basically 
thymidine kinase 
is an enzyme, you 
could call it a 
chemical. I mea- 
sured the levels 
of this particular 
chemical in the 
blood serum of 
cancer patients. 

It was ele- 
vated,” O’Neill 
said. 

If his research 
proves to be valid 
after more test- 
ing, O'Neill said 
the" TK"test will 
be able to deter- 
mine quickly if a 
treatment is 
working. For example, if a breast 
cancer patient is diagnosed and 
treated with chemotherapy, it usually 
takes a while before it is possible to 
determine whether the treatment is 
working. To determine if the treat- 
ment is effective, one has to wait long 
enough to determine whether the 
cancer is growing and spreading, or 
subsiding. 

“With chemotherapy, some pa- 
tients respond, and other patients 
don’t, and they’re never sure who is 
responding and who isn’t; it can take 
some time, and that time can be vital, 
because if you're not responding, 
you're getting worse,” said O’Neill. 

However, the TK test would be 
able to determine much more quickly

if the treatment is working because 
TK levels so far are in direct coordina- 
tion with the aggressiveness of a tu- 
mor. If the treatment is ineffective, 
other methods of treatment can be 
applied before the cancer has grown 
too much. 

O’Neill also said the TK test could 
. be useful in deter- 
mining if cancer 
will return after it 
has been surgically 
removed. 

If TK levels are 
high after a 
- surgery, the can- 
cer is aggressive. 


the test, O’Neill 
said, could be to in- 
dicate if a woman 
must have her en- 
tire breast re- 
moved. Losing a 
breast is emotion- 
ally traumatic for 
many women, he 
said: ~- 

O’Neill said it of- 
ten is not neces- 
sary to remove the 
entire breast; only 
the lump must be removed if it is not 
likely that the cancer will return. This 
is done by taking a sample from a 
tumor with a fine needle biopsy and 
then testing the sample for TK levels. 

O'Neill is currently trying to de- 
velop a standardized thymidine ki- 
nase test that will be efficient and 
inexpensive. 

He said it costs about $4 per test 
right now, but hopefully he and his 
research team can develop a test that 
will reduce the cost to about 30 cents. 

O’Neillis new to BY U; he was hired 
as an assistant professor of microbiol- 
ogy. He said he has been doing cancer 
research for 11 years and has con- 
ducted research on the tumors of 90 
patients.

As shooting victim Rodney James’ 
condition continues to improve, fam- 
ily and friends are left wondering 
what led to the conflict. 

James, who is in fair condition at 
Utah Valley Regional Medical Cen- 
ter, claims his roommate, Lyle Mur- 
ray, a 19-year-old Utah Valley Com- 
munity College student, shot him 
early Monday morning. 

James is “doing much better, he’s 
even getting ... cranky,” said his fa- 
ther, Rodney James Sr. 

After James underwent a CAT 
scan, doctors found the injury con- 
fined to his jaws and nasal area. An 
operation will soon be performed to 
remove the bullet, which is lodged in 
his nasal cavity. 

The shooting has left many, includ- 
ing James, wondering why it hap- 
pened. “Rodney doesn’t understand. 
He wants to talk to Lyle and find out 
why he did it to him,” the elder James 
said. 

Speculation about the shooting is 
centered around jealousy. “Lyle was 
kind of jealous of Rodney because he 
had girls and friends over all the 
time,” said fellow roommate Kurt 
Walker, 21, of Provo. 

James and Murray never really got 
along, but there was no real conflict 
between the two, Walker said. Mur- 
ray “stuck to himself and was kind of a 
recluse,” while James was outgoing 
and had a lot of friends, Walker said. 

After police were contacted, they 
searched the suspect’s apartment and 
woke the roommates that were there. 
“IT woke up to yelling, and I saw my 
roommate standing in the doorway 
with his hands in the air,” Walker 
said. 

After about 15 minutes of interro- 
gation, all but one officer left to pur- 
sue a lead on Murray. Shortly after 
they left, Murray walked in. 

The remaining officer handcuffed 
and frisked Murray as the suspect 
kept asking “What’s going on?”said 
Walker. 

Moments later the officer noticed 
blood on Murray’s shoes. “The officer 
asked if that was blood on his shoes 
and he looked down at his shoes and 
said nothing,” Walker said. 

Murray was arraigned on sion ot fp 
of attempted homicide, possession of 
marijuana and possession of drug 
paraphernalia Tuesday. His bail was 
set at $50,000. If bail is posted, Mur- 
ray was ordered to have no contact 
whatsoever with the victim. 

Walker said Murray has not yet ob- 
tained an attorney nor made any 
statements to police investigators.

Amy Shawago, a group sales repre- 
sentative for Emergency Essentials, 
said there are a wide variety of 72- 
hour kits available, but all kits should 
contain one gallon of drinking water 
per person per day, enough nonper- 
ishable food items to last for three 
days, some type of a communication 
device, such as a whistle, a flashlight 
and blankets. 

“It is a good idea to make a checklist 
of things you want in your kit, be- 
cause you may already have many of 
the items in your apartment,” 
Shawago said. 

Pat Bersie, coordinator of earth- 
quake survival with the Red Cross, 
agreed a 72-hour kit is important; 
however, she said there are other 
precautions students can take to pre- 
pare themselves for an emergency. 

“Roommates need to have a desig- 
nated spot to meet after any type of 
disaster. They should have one out- 
of-state contact who will call each per- 
son’s family, bookshelves and appli- 
ances should be secured to the wall, 
and they need to remember to drop, 
cover and roll,” Bersie said. 

Provo City officials were able to 
test the skills they learned in Mary- 
land this spring when a truck carrying 
ammonium nitrate careened into the 
Provo River Monday morning. 

Sixty city officials went to Mary- 
land to learn emergency-disaster 
planning. Monday’s spill gave the city 
a real-life situation to test some of the 
skills they learned at the conference. 

Swen Nielsen, Provo’s police chief, 
attended the conference which in- 
volved a day-long earthquake emer- 
gency drill. He said the conference 
taught them how to coordinate ser- 
vices and groups within the commu- 
nity in the case of an emergency. 

“It is very difficult to plan for disas- 
ters because there are so many vari- 
ables that will determine the severity 
of any emergency; however, we are 
constantly updating our plans,” 
Nielsen said. 

He said Provo benefits from The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints because they are vital in disas- 
ter planning. “They are a great re- 
source because they are so orga- 
nized,” Nielsen said. 

The city uses the Church’s organi- 
zation for communication and recruit- 
ing purposes. He said that in the early 


.’80s, when severe flooding occurred, 


city officials only needed to contact a 
few Church leaders, and within hours 
almost the entire population was in- 
formed and instructed on how to han- 
dle the flooding. 

Utah Valley Regional Medical Cen- 
ter would also play a major role in any 
disaster plan. Michael Rawson, direc- 
tor of support services for UVRMC, 
said they plan for the worst and hope 
for the best. “If an earthquake caused 
the Deer Creek Dam to break, which 
is the worst case scenario, we could 
lose our entire first floor.” 

To improve its ability to handle 
large scale disasters, UVRMC is ren- 
ovating its facilities. Buildings are be- 
ing reinforced to withstand earth- 
quake shocks, and there are plans to 
move the hospital’s emergency facili- 
ties and generators to the second floor 
in order to protect them from flood 
damage. 

Les Wout, a professor of civil engi- 
neering, said it is improbable Deer 
Creek Dam would incur any struc- 
tural “eo, during the quake.
